Detective Sergeant James Conick faced 
the Civil Service commission yesterday after- 
noon and under oath told the story of the 
Detective bureau's connection with the case 
of James Dunlap, bank robber, now serving 
twenty in_Joliet prison. In this way 
the trial of Captain Luke P. Coljleran, 
brother-in-law of sewers. E. Burke, was 
opened. 

Conick passed through a ‘Geb of cross-ex- 
amination, but his statements never wavered 
except in a few unimportant details. Evi- 

— piled up against Colleran with every 
ence of his testimony. Conick told his 
story, too, without the least show of per- 
sonal feeling against the man under trial on 
charges of neglect of duty preferred by Chief 
of Police ONeill. 


Points of Conick’s Testimony. | 

Here is what Detective Conick brought out 
in his testimony: : 

That James Dunlap was arreated in Chi- 

cago on March 24, 1900, and money taken 
from the Wellington Gli.) bank found in 
his possession, 

That Luke P. Colleran sought te have

That the money wrappers, bearing the in- 
itials of the Wellington bank's cashier, and 
held to be irrefutable evidence, were muti- 
lated and partly destroyed while in Col- 
leran's care. 

That even then former Chief Kipley had to 
command Colleran to turn this evidence over 
to Sheriff Martin of Iroquois County, where

| Bribe Offered by Dunlap. | 
Conick went further. His evidence sug- 
gested motives for any help extended to 
Dunlap. 
„ Dunlap told me when we arrested him: 


ene! Make away with it! There's a couple 
of thoysand dollars in it for you!! was 
one of Conick's statements. 

“Did he mean that amount was in the 
box?“ asked Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Fyffe.

Colleran’s Defense Outlined. 

Colleran’s defense was outlined quickly.

Conick gave evidence calculated to knock 
down this tentative defense. 

Attention then was centered on an effort 
to insinuate that Conick and Lieutenant 
Andrew Rohan had counted the money in a 
back room; that they might have mutilated 
the wrappers. 

This movement was checked at once by 
Conick. At least four other detectives had 
seen this counting of money and Lieutenant 
Rohan had said: 

„Don't break those packages! Be care- 
ful! Leave them just as they are!“ 

Again there was another tack, with the 
intention of showing that Sheriff Martin 
had counted the money several days later; 
that he might bave broken the packages 
and defaced the initials. This move met

Marquis Arrives at St. Paul 


on His Way to Chicago 
and Talks of the 
Island Empire. 


‘HURT BY TRADE TREATIES 


‘Declares Commercial Relations 


with Other Countries Miti- 
gate Against Busi- 


~ 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

St. Paul, Minn., Oct. 8.—[{Special.}—The 
man who made Japan will be the guest of 
Chicago within two days. Traveling by 
easy stages and with much democratic sim- 
plicity, the Marquis Ito, the Japanese Bis- 
marck,“ regarded by his countrymen as the 
great Oriental creative genius, reached St. 
Paul this afternoon on his way to the East. 

‘The physician of the Marquis rules his 
movements, and the length of a day's jour- 
ney and the duration of his visit in the 
United States depend upon the medical edict. 
If the physician permits, the trip may reach 
across the Atlantic to England, but it may 
come to a conclusion any moment. He will } 
de in Chicago several days and may meet 
the Japanese Minister there. He will go to 
Washington and carry his and his nation’s 
message of grief over the assassination of 
President McKinley to President Roosevelt. 

Dr. Koyama, physician to the Marquis, 
describes the condition of Ito’s health by a 
somewhat peculiar figure of speech. “We 
have a glass box with us,” he said, “‘ and it 
may crack at any time.“ 


Says Trip Is for Health. 


The Marquis and all members of his party 
disclaim any other purpose for his visit than 
the pursuit of health. Ito authorized a for- 
mal denial of the statement that he came to 
seek an alliance between Japan and the. 


United States. 


Jam here for my health,“ he said. 
The Creator of Modern Japan has been 


to the United States four times. This is his 


fifth visit: He has no official position now 
under the Emperor and he says there is no- 
crisis threatened in Japan which would make 
his presence at home a necessity. Ito is: 
somewhat like Li Hung Chang in one re- 
spect. Whenever there is trouble he is called 
upon to straighten it out, no matter whether 
PPP 

According to his statements, Russia lo 
longer is @ menace to the peace of Japan, 
commercial conditions are becoming health- 
fer, his country’s relations with the nations 
are good, and, there being no reason why he 
should not take a trip for his health, he has 
taken it, 


Hill Apologizes to Marquis. 

It was an extremely unpretentious party 
that got off the Great Northern train this 
afternoon. The Marquis wore a gray over- 
coat, a square topped hat, and carried a gold- 
headed cane. President J. J. -Hill of the 
Great Northern met him as he stepped off the’ 
car and the two trudged over to the general 
offices of the railroad. While Ito talked to 
Mr. Hill the rest of the Japanese got into 
cabs and were driven te hotels, Ito walked 
after he had finished talking to President 
Hill, He was to have been the guest of the 
railroad President, but there was an em- 
barrassment which Mr. Hill explained in 
this way: 

“I'd like to have you come up to the house 
tonight; I wish you could: stay there while 
you are in St. Paul; but you see the fact of 
the matter is there is going to be a marriage 
there tomorrow, and, well, you se 

„Don't put yourself to the inconvenience 
of explaining.“ remonstrated the Marquis, 
and having finished his conversation the 
builder of a nation got out on the street and 
inquired his way to the hotel. 

When he got there the physician stepped in 
and prescribed a nap and Ito obeyed orders. 


Even Russia Is Friendly. 
When he awoke visitors were admitted and 
the Marquis discussed Eastern questions 


trom the standpoint of a man who has helped 


to solve them. There is no war cloud in 
the Orient now,” he said. ‘“ Even Russia is 
willing to conciliate and does not seem in- 
clined to crowd the Japanese. 

“There does not seem to be any menace 


to the peace of the East. The intentions of 


Russia towards Corea do not alarm the 
Japanese, and the relations of Japan with 
other countries are most cordial. A feeling 
of security will not be allowed to disarm 
the Japanese government, but there is noth- 
ing in the aspect of Eastern questions to 
cause alarm. 

„1 do not look for war. It is not probable 
that even the building of the Transsiberian 
railroad will carry any problems which will 
threaten peace. 

Just now Japan is suffering from the re- 
action of its victorious war with China. In 
our country, as in others, the victory was 
followed by abnormal activity in business 
lines. The reaction from these abnormal 
cohditions now. has come and the country 


is suffering from it to an extent. 


Tariff Causes Most Concern. 


. “Our trade rejations with other countries 


cause the most concern. Our people are be- 
ginning to feel the injustice put upon them 
by the treaties with other countries. They 
are coming to realize that it is not fair that 
other countries should be permitted to levy 
a protective tariff against Japanese goods 
and Japan should be prohibited from placing 
a protective duty on the goods brought in 
by other nations. 

„We have no recourse. It is a matter of 
treaty, and the other nations will hold us 
to our treaties. But it is 0 regarded as 

d just. 

geile 2 the time when our industries 
could be fostered by a protective tariff just 
as yours were in their infancy. On some 
goods we are allowed to place a high duty, 
but on the majority the treaties stipulate 
that it shall be low. The feeling that this 
condition of affairs is unjust does not carry 
any feelings of resentment towards the other 
countries. We recognize that the other coun- 
tries have been friends to us. This is espe- 
cially true of the United States. Your coun- 
try is developing the trade of the East and 
it should be able to get and hold it. With| 
the possession of the Philippines, America | 
should be able to dominate the trade of the 
Orient.”’

Relieving Department of Expense 
and Securing Credit Due to Chicago 
 Oflee—Would Avoid Use of Postage 
as Purchasing Medium Between 
mall Order Houses and Country Cus- 
tomers—Money Orders Increase, 


Postage stamp certificates,”’ designed 
to take the place of ordinary stamps when 
used as currency in letters, are 


by. Assistant Postmoster John M. Hubbard 
as a means for placing the Chicago Postoffice 
on a par with the best in the country and 


saving the department at large much expense 


the Chicago office would get credit each year 


for perhaps. $1,000,000 more than its receipts 
now show. The Postmaster General himself 
has teported that the plan seems to meet 
all requirements, and is net liable to abuse 
or perversion. At the coming session of 
Congress the head of the department in 
Washington may put forward Mr. Hubbard’s 
suggestion in the form of a bill, and ask for 
ite favorable consideration by the lawmakers. 


Advantages of Certificate Plan. 


“This scheme, as I see it, has several im- 
portant advantages, Mr. Hubbard said. 
“The first is to give credit where it belongs. 
The department takes it for granted that the 
amount of mail handled by an office is indi- 
eated in its receipts for the year. But in an 
office like Chicago this ts not true. Mail 
order houses in this city receive, in the 
course of a year, about $1,000,000 worth of 
stamps in payment for orders from out of 
town correspondents. These stamps are 
purchased at country postoffices and are re- 
corded there as sales. 


„ Managers of these business houses are 


just as anxious as we are for.a change. They 
often have more of these stamps on hand 
than they can use. There is no ready mar- 


‘| ket for them, and for this reason they must 


often be sold at a discount. 
“By use of the postage stamp certifi- 
cates’ which I have advocated this nuisance 


will be a thing of the past. The country cus- 


tomer of the mail order house will buy a 
$1 or $2 certificate from the local postoffice. 
The ‘consignee will then convert these cer- 
tificates into stamps if he needs them, or 
cash at a discount of 1 per cent. This would 
set right the books of the large postoffice, 
and would also give the country postmaster 
the credit that is due him.“ . 


Money Order Business Grows. 


res for the government fiscal year, 
* 5 June 30, in the money order branch 
of the Postoffice department show an in- 
crease of $39,000,000, and of this amount the 
Chicago office contributed almost one-fourth. 
This remarkable record was reported to 
Postmaster Coyne yesterday in a congratu- 
latory telegram from Washington. 

Superintendent Schlossman says he will 
not be surprised if the amount for the year 
ending next June reaches $100,000,000. An indi- 
cation of the work now being done in this of- 
fice was given in the report of the business 
for last month. The amount then was $6,224,- 
410, which was $1,438,775, or 30 per cent in- 
crease over that for September, 1900. In 
transactions the increase was 61,106, or 20.27 
per cent. md 

Mailing Division Still Rushed. 

In the matting division, called by Post- 
master Coyne the pulse of commercial Chi- 
cago,” the rush has not abated. A month 
ago the average number of sacks of third and 
fourth classes of mail handled deily was 
twenty-six. That was then considered a 
good day’s work for the clerks. On Monday 
the same force of men, inspired by the help 
they received on Sunday, cleared away forty- 
four tons, or 88,811 pounds, of third and 
fourth classes of mail. Besides there were 
about 890,000 letters handled.

DELAGATES AD STRIKERS 


Joliet Meeting Stopped and Workers, 
Led by Chicago Men, Rush to Rall 
way Stations to Prevent Non-Union- 
ists from Entering Town—Session Is 
Resumed—Penitentiary Visited and 
Speech Against Convict Manufacture 


Is Made in Chapel. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Joliet. III., Oct. 8—[Special.]—One hour 
after the convening of the State Federation 
of Labor at Joliet today the routine business 
was abandoned for more strenuous duties. 

On the motion of Delegate J. S. Sullivan of 
Chicago the 165 delegates, representing al- 
most every branch of labor and every section 
of the State, hastily left the assembly. hall 
and scattered about the railway stations of 
the town to act as self-appointed pickets and 
prevent the entry into the city of non-union 
men expected to fill the places of seventy-five 
strikers in the Bates Machine company. 

No instructions were necessary to the Chi- 
cago delegates, many of whom abandoned 
picket posts in Chicago to attend the annual 
igession, and they were wonderingly followed 
by the country representatives,.to whom 

strikes and picketipg were not familiar 
scenes. 

The five railway stations of the town were 
closely guarded and passengers emerging 
from the trains were closely scrutinized. The 
attitude of many of the Chicago delegate’ was 
belligerent, and the appearance of any of 
the strike breakers undoubtedly would have 
been followed by rough treatment. | 

For two hours the vigil was maintained, 
many of the pickets not returning to the 
hotels for their midday meals. At 1:30 p. m. 
word was received that the attempt to bring 
the men into the city would not be made 
during the session of the organization, which 
was hailed by all as a partial victory. 


Inspect State Penitentiary. 

In the afternoon the convention again ad- 
journed after a few minutes’ deliberation, 
and the delegates boarded a special street 
car train for a visit of inspection to the State 
penitentiary. The impression received by 
them was voiced in an emphatic manner by 
President O’Brien in the pulpit of the chapel. 
which resounded with the cheers of the labor 
representatives. | 

That the solution of the convict labor prob- 
lem and the amending and enforcement of 
the present laws relative to it was the para- 
mount mission of the convention was de- 
clared by President O’Brien. 

„When this convention assembles next 
vear. he said. If we have performed our 
duty we shall not again view the sights we

‘Evanston officially shook hands with 300 
ministers last night and made its formal 
bow to the visitors,’ who have gathered in 
the city to attend the sixty-second annual 
meeting of the Rock River Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church. Mayor 
James A. Patten turned the keys of the 
city over to the invading Methodist host 
and laughingly guaranteed to the down- 


solute freedom from police interference dur- 
ing the time they remain in the north shore 
suburb. i 

The week-long session of the conference 
began with a reception in the First Church, 
at which Mayor Patten presided, and for 
the second time since the Rock River Dis- 
trict was organized, more than half.a century 
ago, Evanston was the host. 

The address of welcome was delivered 
by Frank P. Crandon, a trustee of North- 
western University. It is fitting that 
Evanston should be chosen for a meeting 
of this character,“ he said. ‘‘ The very city 
breathes of Methodist lore, and some of the 
most illustrious men and women in Method- 
ism have been educated and sent from here. 
The outside world is inclined to comment 
upon the tranquil existence of Evanston and 
its residents, but I can assure you that we* 
are pretty well satisfied with ourselves and 
our town.“ 

The response by the Rev. Thomas R. Strow- 
bridge was witty and humorous. In com- 
menting upon.the temperance aspect of 
Evanston Mr. Trowbridge sald: 

I noticed as soon as I arrived here that 
one thing most of us are used to was ab- 
sent. We miss the saloons, of course, but 
no doubt those who have arranged for our 
entertainment have taken this into consid- 
eration,-and I venture the declaration that 
we will not suffer.“ 

Practically all of the 304 members of the 
conference arrived in Evanston yesterday 
and are ready for the work that is to be 
taken up today. The citizens of Evanston 
have opened their homes for the entertain- 
ment of the visitors. 


Conference Opens This Morning. 

This morning at 8:30 o'clock the confer- 
ence will be formally opened with the Rev. 
H. G. Jackson. Presiding Elder of Chicago, 
in charge. Bishop McCabe is now on the 
way from Tucson, Ariz., but is not expected 
to arrive in Evanston until some time tomor- 
row. 
Throughout the session the mornings will 
de devoted to the business of the conference, 
the most important of which will be assign- 
ment of pastors and Presiding Elders. In 
this connection it was intimated yesterday 
that a number of changes would be made 
among Presiding Elders. The Presiding El- 
der of the Freeport district, Dr. G. R. Van 
Horne, has tendered his resignation owing 
to the poor health of his wife, and another 
will be appointed in his place. It was stated 
yesterday that owing to the dissatisfaction 
that had arisen in certain quarters with the 
Rev. J. M. Caldwell of the West Chicago 
district, he might be transferred to another 
district or retired altogether.

NORWAY’S ARMY FUND 8 BIG. 


‘Unusual Size of the Military Estimates 
Causes Much Comment—Much 
for Defense. 


CHRISTIANIA, Norway, Oct. 8.—There is 
some comment here at the large total of the 
extraordinary army estimates proposed by 
the Cabinet. The expenditures include 1,180,- 
000 kroner ($285,000) for the defenses of the 
land approaches to Christiania, 1,400,000 
kroner ($350,000) for quick-firing guns, 800,000 
kroner ($200,000) additional to be expended | 
on forts near the town, and 120,000 kroner 
($30,000) to defray the expenses of laying 
mines near Bergen.

M’KINLEY SERVICES IN VIENNA. 


How English Words Were Transcribed 
and Spoken by Germans—Beau- 
tikul singing. 


[Tun TRIBUNE has had placed at its dis- 
posal the following extract from a ae 
letter. written to a Chicagoan by Mr. 
Schmidt, a New-Yorker, at present 3 
in Vienna and organist at the Scotch-Amer- 
ican church in that city.] 

VIENNA, Sept. 24.—The weather since the 
middle of September has been glorious. The 
air is full of, autumn odors, and the gre 
part of the afternoons is golden. Out in 
the Wiener Wald the forest colors are beau- 
tiful and the leaves zigzag slowly and silent- 
ly one by one toward the earth. As I recog- 
nize certain smells and certain odors pictures: 
of home appear—jack o' lanterns, apple and 
nutting time, the county fair—all childhood 
scenes. This beautiful preparation of na- 
ture for its long sleep always seems to me 
a kind of sad happiness. Just now I feel its 
sadness even more than usual, for I am 
thinking of our poor McKinley. In that 
death there was such an autumn—such a 
“ublime preparation for the long sleep. We 
know all about it over here. All the city 
papers wrote feelingly about the man, not 
so much about the President. The most 
touching article we read, however, was in 
the London Daily Mafl of Monday, Sept. 16. 
That last. parting from the poor wife, and 
that undying, infinite faith shown at the last 
in the murmured words of the hymn, “ An- 
gels beckon me, Nearer, my God, to thee,’’ 
were described with rare delicacy, yet most 
powerfully. 

At the services held here last Thursday— 
one in the morning 100 the court and the en- 
voys, the other in the afternoon for Ameri- 
cans in town—the hymns, “ Lead, Kindly 
Light,” and *‘ Nearer, My God, to Thee, 
were sung as they rarely are. Mr. Davidson 
(the pastor of the Scotch-American church) 
is not yet back from his vacation, and the 
English Ambassador kindly offered the 
chapel at the embassy. There was not one 
member of our cholr in town, and in des- 
peration Minister McCormick engaged the 
choirmaster of the Karl's Kirche and a choir 
of eight from the Keri’s and Steran's 
Churches. They are all singers from the 
Royal Opera, where also the choirmaster 
conducts rehearsals, Thus we were assured 
good singing. It took some patient instruc- 
tion, however, to give them the proper pro- 
nunciation. Not one of them understood 
English, so it was necessary to make a 
transcription of the words into German in 
order that when they sang the text it would 
sound like English. For example, Angels

peared on the music they used, as End- 
schels to backön my, nierer mai God tu thie.”

diminuendo—each part so easily followed. I 
have never heard those effective pauses in 
Lead, Kindly Light,“ so finely and tell- 
ingly done. There were many tearstained 
faces turned toward the choir loft while the 
hymns were being sung. After the second 
hymn our Minister, Mr. McCormick, who 
was a personal friend of the dead President, 
made a few touching remarks, although his 
emotion nearly overpowered him while he dd 
it. It was a service which no one in attend- 
ance will soon forget.

The prosecutor charged that Krause used 
the names, respectively, of Williamson and 
| Brooks for Dr. Leyds and Broecksma, and 
referred to medicine,”’ sugar,“ and cor - 
tee when he meant e for the 
Boers. 
| „Brooks“ letter to Wüllamson con- 
talning those references was addressed 
through the Ameriéan Consul at The Hague. 
The public prosecutor next traced the ill- 
feeling between Douglas Foster and Dr. 
Krause. In 1890 Foster was the President 
of the organization of uitlanders, and Dr. 
Krause intrusted him with the duty of sup- 
pressing the agitation against the Boer gov- 
-ernment. In July, 1901, Krause wrote to 
Brooks,“ 15 suggesting that F. should be 
shot dead in some legal way or in another 
manner put out of the way.“

The Illinois and Wisconsin Stone company 
is said to have become the largest share- 
aber in the new. corporation, on account of 
value received by the latter on formation.

The officers will probably be chosen 
éarly in November, when active quarrying

The union proved an 
ideal one, and the beginning of a most happy 
domestic career. Until 1890 they were resi- 
dents of Chicago. Then General Sherman 
retired from business, and, with his wife, be- 
gan spending the summer months in the 
fine old Waukegan place and portions of 
the winters at San Diego, Cal. : 

General Sherman came to Chicago with 
his parents in 1834 while a small boy. 
From 1846 to 1848 he was foreman of En- 
gine Company No. 4 of the Volunteer Fire 
department, and ex-Fire Marsha! Swenie was 
under his command. His father, Francis 
C. Sherman, was elected Mayor of Chicago 


er and owner of the Sherman. House. In 
1849 he caught the gold fever and crossed 
the plains in a wagon in search of a for- 
tune. 

Up to the time of his zetirement General 
Sherman led an exceedingly active life and 
was prominent in commercial, political, and 
military circles. When the civil war began 
he went to the front as Lieutenant Colonel

In 1862 
he was appointed Major of the Twelfth IIIi- 
nols Cavalry. and later in the same year 
he became Colonel of the Eighty-eight II- 
nois Infantry. In July, .1864, he was cap- 
tured in front of Atlanta and became a pris- 
oner in Andersonville. He was transferred 
to Libby prison, from where he escaped and 
made his way back to the North. He was 
brevetted Brigadier General and mustered 
out in 1866. 

For a short time previous to the close of the 
war General Sherman was attached to Gen- 
eral Sheridan's staff, and was Provost Mar- 
shal of New Orleans.

Opening of the Concert Season. 

The music season of 3 in Chicago 
may be said to have opened ldst night, and, 
the plano being the most prevalent of musical 


instruments, it was but fitting that the 


evening’s, entertainment should be of a char- 
acter chiefly pianistic. Three of the cit}’s 
best known plano players devoted their tal- 
ents therefore to the proper ushering in of the 
season. The resultant two concerts clashed 
a bit, it is true, so far as time was concerned, 
but of such are the amenities of the concert- 
giving world, and complaint on that account 
could but seem ungracious. | 
The program Mr. Emil Liebling and Mr. 
Allen Spencer offered in Kimball Hall had 
the advantage of fifteen minutes in com- 
mencement time over the one with which 
Mr. W. H. Sherwood regaled his hearers in 
the new Music (University) Hall in the Fine 
Arts Building. Mr. Liebling and Mr. Spen- 
cer lent their united abilities to the perform- 
ance of four selections for two pianos, and 
the result was & concert that was not only 
enjoyable but had in it a certain flavor of 
novelty. That music for two pianos is not 
in fashion today Is evidenced by the fact 
that the concert givers were enabled to offer 
nothing of more recent composition than 
Moscheles’ “ Hommage & Haendel,”’ Rein- 
ecke’s Manfred Impromptu, Schumann's 
Andante and Variations, op. 46, and Saint- 
Saéns’ Variations on a Beethoven Theme. 
But these selections, though they hav« 
known faithful service in the past, have not 
been heard here of late, and listening to 
One could | 

' remain at mball Hall 
while the Moscheles and Reinecke — 
Which headed the program, were played, but 
these proved thoroughly enjoyable, and 
served to show the two performers in un- 
usually favorable light. There were mo- 
ments, it is true, when a lack of absolute 
unanimity in attack suggested hasty prep- 
aration for the concert, but in the main the 
players were in excellent accord, and their 
performance was technically clear and clean 
and interpretatively deserving of warm com- 
mendation. 

To Mr. Sherwood belongs whatever glory 
appertains to having given the first concert 
in the remodeled and rechristened University 
Hall in the Fine Arts Building. During the 
summer months this much used auditorium 
has been in the hands of the architects, and 
has now come forth altered in appearance, 
increased in seating capacity, and generally 
improved. The seats on the main floor have 
been rearranged so that there is now a cen- 
tral aisle and two side aisles, and in the 
balcony chairs have not only been placed 
in the space at the extreme rear, but the 
front of the balcony has been brought for- 
ward and extended along the two sides of 
the hall, thus giving room for two additional 
rows of seats. The seating capacity of the 
hall has been increased thus from some 750 
to about 1,050, the suggestion of bareness 
which formerly gave the room a sense of 
Chllliness has been removed, and the hall 
is how cozy.and attractive. So far as one 
could judge last evening, the acoustic qual-
